The Staff, Measures and Bar Lines 


The staff consists of five lines and four spaces 
and each is named with one of the letters A 
through G. Any note that appears on one of the 
lines or in one of the spaces is called by that 
letter-name. 


The S-shaped symbol at the beginning of the 
staff is called the treble clef and tells you all the 
notes that follow are to be played by your right 
hand. 


Time Values 


In music, time is measured in beats. The 
illustration shows the types of notes you'll play 
and how many beats each type gets. 


Rests are shown in the lower part of the 
illustration, along with the number of beats each 
type gets. A rest indicates a period of silence, 
when you don’t play — they still must be 
counted, however. 


Time Signature 


The two numbers at the beginning of asong are 
known as the time signature. The top number 
indicates the number of beats in each measure. 
The bottom number 4 tells you each quarter note 
(J) receives one beat. 


The staff is divided into equal sections by using
